This  buildir^  is  architecti;ially  significant  due  to  its  quality  of  design.  It  is 
an  excellent  example  of  a mansard  style  mill.  The  Fitchburg  Pattern  Model  Go.  is 
one  of  the  most  attractive  buildings  in  the  Gity,  All  the  buildings  were  part  of 
the  G.H.  Brown  and  Go.  Works  and  used  to  be  located  on  Main  St. 


G.H.  Brown  (b.  1820)  came  to  Fitchburg  in  1849  and  was  connected  with  John  and  Salmon 
Putnam.  The  first  steam  engine  built  in  Fitchburg  was  constructed  after  his  design 
in  1850.  In  1863  he  commenced  manufacturing  on  his  own  account  in  Newtons. 

In  1866  moved  to  the  block  occupied  by  Fitchburg  Machine  Works.  In  I87I  he  perfected 
and  invented  the  "Brown  Automatic  Gut-Off  Engine"  which  won  world  wide  reputation. 

The  factory  on  Willow  Street  was  first  occupied  in  1875*  Fifty  to  sixty  men  were 
employed.
